In U.S. Hit 

Military ‘deeply saddened’ 
by strike meant for Taliban 

HUTALA, AFGHANISTAN | Hats and shoes lit- 
tered a bloodstained field in this desolate 
Afghan village Sunday, a day after U.S. war- 
planes — targeting a terror suspect — mis- 
takenly killed nine children. 

American officials offered their regrets 
Sunday and said they were “deeply saddened” 
by the deaths. The United Nations called for 
an investigation. 

Military officials said they had no idea chil- 
dren were in the area when they attacked. U.S. 
Ambassador Zalmay Khalilzad said the man 
targeted and killed was a former Taliban com- 
mander named Mullah Wazir. 

Residents insisted the military had acted on 
bogus intelligence. Many said the man killed 
was not Wazir, and that the former district 
commander under the Taliban had left the 
village days before the attack, aijazrahi(ap) 


Students Getting Safer 

WAS H I N GTO N I College students in the United 
States are less likely than others their age to 
be victims of violent crimes, but both groups 
have seen a decline in rapes, robberies and 
assaults, the government reported Sunday. 

A Bureau of Justice Statistics report found 
that 68 of every 1,000 college students aged 
18 and 24 were victimized between 1995 and 
2000, compared with 82 for every 1,000 non- 
students in the same age bracket, (ap)

Northeast Slips Into Snowy Mess 


Some areas piek up 2 to 3 feet during storm 


Residents of the Northeast climbed 
through snowdrifts and navigated icy 
streets and sidewalks Sunday as they 
dug out from a weekend Nor’easter 
that dumped more than two feet of 
snow in places and slammed waves 
over coastal seawalls. 

The powerful storm that start- 
ed plowing up the coast on Friday 
began losing strength Sunday. At 
least 10 deaths were linked to the 
storm around the Northeast. 

The wind downed trees andpower 
lines in Massachusetts, and utilities 
reported about 8,000 power outages 
Sunday along the coast. 

Athightide Sunday, waves crashed 
over seawalls in coastal towns. 

Nearly 3 feet of snow fell in west- 


ern Maine, and up to 2 feet fell in 
eastern New York’s Rensselaer 
County. As much as 20 inches fell 
in Connecticut and up to 19 inches 
fell on New York’s Long Island. 

Boston’s Logan Airport closed 
Saturday evening and didn’t get a 
runway reopened until just after 
noon Sunday. Hundreds of flights 
were canceled Saturday at the New 
York City area’s three major airports. 

“It will take a day or two to get 
back to normal,” said Rollin Tebbetts, 
operations manager at Connecticut’s 
Bradley International Airport.

C I N C I N N AT I I Cincinnati’s mayor on 
Sunday urged the city to buy stun 
guns for its police force in response 
to the death of a man following a 
struggle with six officers a week ago. 

“I am looking for any avenue 
to avoid another struggle,” Mayor 
Charlie Luken wrote in an e-mail 
to City Council members Sunday 
that asked them to find $1 million 
in the 2004 budget to pay for the 
non-lethal weapons. 

Nathaniel Jones, 41, died Nov. 


30 after the scuffle in a restaurant 
parking lot. A police cruiser video- 
tape showed the 350 -pound man 
lunging at one officer before he was 
— brought down and 
struckrepeatedlywith 
jBr_ 1 metal nightsticks. 

i The coroner ruled 
death a homi- 
cide but said the des- 
Lu ke n ignation did not imply 

police used excessive 
force. The direct cause of death was 
the struggle, the autopsy showed, but 
Jones also had an enlarged heart and 
had drugs in his blood. 

Jones’s family and activist 
groups have said they will commis- 


sion independent investigations, 
adding to probes by police, pros- 
ecutors and a citizens’ panel. The 
Justice Department also is gather- 
ing information. 

About 500 people attended a 
memorial Saturday for Jones, who 
was black. His death has focused 
attention on the racial divide in this 
city torn by riots in April 2001 after a 
white police officer shot an unarmed 
black man who fled arrest. 

Malik Shabazz, president of Black 
Lawyers for Justice and chairman 
of the New Black Panther Party, 
denounced the proposal on Sunday 
at a rally that drew about 100 people

Survivors still have 
vivid recollections 
of attack 62 years ago 

PEARL HARBOR, HAWAII | With a 
giant American flag waving at 
half-mast under a cloudy sky, an 
aging and dwindling group of Pearl 
Harbor survivors gathered Sunday to 
commemorate the Japanese attack 
that launched the United States into 
World War II 62 years ago. 

The generations that have passed 
since Dec. 7 , 1941 have softened the 
pain but not eroded memories, the 
survivors said in a service at the USS 
Arizona Memorial. 

About 250 people gathered on 
the memorial for the ceremony that 
began 62 years to the minute after 
the attack started. 


The Arizona, which sank at its 
mooring along Battleship Row after 
a bomb ripped it open, remains a 
tomb for most of the 1,177 crewmen 
who were killed. The USS Arizona 
Memorial spans the hull of the bat- 


tleship that sank in just nine min- 
utes during the attack. 

“You always remember,” said 
William Cope, 90, who was a B-17 
pilot at Hickam Air Force Base dur- 
ing the attack, matt sedensky (ap)

Muslim Football Team 
Names Spark Protest 


IRVINE, CALIF. | It was planned as a 
way to bring young athletes togeth- 
er for a weekend of fun, but when 
participants in the Muslim Football 
tournament started naming their 
teams Intifada and Mujahideen, 
Jewish leaders took offense. 

Intifada, “uprising” in Arabic, 
is the term used by Palestinians for 
their revolts against Israeli occupa- 
tion from 1987 to 1993 and over the 
past three years. The recent intifada 
has seen numerous suicide bombings 
by Palestinian militants. Mujahideen 
means holy warrior. 

Rabbi Bernie King, who lives in 
Irvine, said the teams’ names under- 


mined those who worked to have 
closer relations with Muslims. 

“Something like this ... tends to 
support those in the community who 
have suspicions about the real intent 
of Islam,” King said. 

One of the Jan. 4 tournament’s 
organizers said the names were 
meant to show support for Muslims 
in the Middle East, but also repre- 
sent football bravado. 

“A lot of the kids on our team are 
from Palestinian origin,” said Tarek 
Shawky, 29, Intifada’s quarterback. 
“We are in solidarity with people in 
the uprising. It’s about human rights 
and basic freedoms.” (ap) 


Police Warned 
Before Student 
Vanished in N.D. 

CROOKSTON, MINN. | The sistcr of 
the suspect in the case of a missing 
University of North Dakota student 
pleaded with a local police officer to 
keep tabs on her brother after his 
release from prison in May because 
she feared he might strike again. 

Alfonso Rodriguez Jr., 50, has 
been charged with kidnapping in 
the disappearance of Dru Sjodin, 
22. The student has been missing 
since Nov. 22, when police believe 
she was abducted from a mall park- 
ing lot in Grand Forks, N.D. 

Investigators in the Sjodin case 
have put their two -state physical 
search for her on hold as they pieced 
together clues on her whereabouts. 

Alfonso Rodriguez faces a prelim- 
inary hearing Feb. 4, and arraign-

Putin comes up big in parliamentary eleetions 


MOSCOW I The main pro -Kremlin 
party led rivals by a large margin 
in parliamentary elections Sunday 
according to partial preliminary 
results, suggesting that President 
Vladimir Putin would easily win the 
solid majority he needs to put his 
firm stamp on a country still set- 
ting its course for the future after 
seven decades of Soviet rule. 

With nearly a quarter of the 
votes counted, United Russia — a 


party led by Cabinet ministers and 
packed with government bureau- 
crats — was ahead with 36.3 per- 
cent, more than twice as many votes 
as its closest contender. Central 
Election Commission chairman 
Alexander Veshnyakov said. 

Surging to a surprise sec- 
ond place, according to the par- 


tial results, was the flamboyant 
nationalist Vladimir Zhirinovsky’s 
Liberal Democratic Party of Russia, 
or LDPR, which had widely been 
expected to trail the Communists. 
It had 13.7 percent with nearly a 
quarter of the votes counted. The 
Communist Party, considered 
United Russia’s chief contender, 
was only third in the early count 
with 12.9 percent, s. gutterman (ap)

Commonwealth Leaders 
Unite Over Zimbabwe 


Mugabe retaliates by 
withdrawing from bloe 

ABUJA, NIGERIA I Commonwealth 
leaders upheld their 18 -month 
suspension of Zimbabwe, and the 
African country responded by with- 
drawing from the bloc of Britain 
and its former colonies. 

In a major defeat for Zimbabwe’s 
leader. Commonwealth heads of 
state declared President Robert 
Mugabe’s outcast status would stand 
until he made human rights and 
democratic reforms in the troubled 
southern African nation. 


Commonwealth leaders have 
demanded that Mugabe — accused 
of silencing Zimbabwe’s opposition 
and media — reach out to critics at 
home as a first step to ending the 
ban. Mugabe had accused Western 
leaders of creating an “unholy alli- 
ance” to oppose him. He repeat- 
edly threatened to pull out of the 
Commonwealth if its summit ended 
without his nation’s reinstatement. 

His call had threatened to widen 
a rift in the bloc. Several southern 
African nations had campaigned for 
the suspension’s lifting, saying dia- 
logue — not isolation — was the way 
to bring change in Zimbabwe, (ap) 


Philippine Police 
Capture Guerrilla 
Linked to al Qaeda 

MANILA, PHILIPPINES I A senior 
Muslim guerrilla commander sus- 
pected of involvement in the 2001 
kidnapping of Western tourists 
from a Malaysian resort has been 
captured in a clash with soldiers 
in the southern Philippines, the 
military said. 

Galib Andang, the leader of a 
faction of the al Qaeda-linked Abu 
Sayyaf extremist group, was cap- 
tured Sunday on Jolo island, accord- 
ing to military officials. 

Andang is one of the Abu 
Sayyaf commanders suspected of 
involvement in the kidnapping of 
three Americans and 17 Filipinos 
in 2001. One of the Americans was 
beheaded and another died in a mil- 
itary operation that led to the res- 
cue of the third, (ap)

Palestinian Groups 
Reject Cease-Fire 


Islamic Jihad, Hamas 
balk at comprehensive 
truee, derailing talks 

CAIRO, EGYPT | Palestinians failed 
to agree on a truce offer to Israel 
on Sunday after three days of talks, 
setting back the Palestinian prime 
minister’s hopes for a halt in vio- 
lence to jump start the stalled U.S.- 
backed “road map” peace plan. 

Hamas and Islamic Jihad, 
which have carried out most sui- 
cide attacks against Israel, resist- 
ed intense pressure from Prime 
Minister Ahmed Qureia and 
refused a full cease-fire. 

The two groups would agree only 
to a limited truce, ending attacks on 
Israeli civilians but not on Jewish 
settlers or Israeli soldiers. Israel 


said it would accept only a com- 
prehensive halt. 

In exchange for the full truce, 
Egypt and Fatah were demand- 
ing that Israel stop building set- 
tlements, pull its troops out of 
Palestinian areas re -occupied dur- 
ing the uprising and halt construc- 
tion of its so-called security barrier 
along the borders with Palestinian 
areas, which juts into Palestinian 
land. The plan would have met 
much of the “road map” criteria. 

In June, the Palestinians 
declared a cease-fire on attacks 
within Israel that also was nego- 
tiated in Egypt. Israel was not 
formally part of that truce, and 
it collapsed after seven weeks, 
with Israel attacking Palestinians 
and militants resuming suicide 
bombings, larasukhtian (ap)

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 

Tropical Storm Odette Kills 2 

Tropical Storm Odette lashed the 
Dominican Republic with tor- 
rential rains, killing at least two 
people before it dissipated Sunday 
over the Atlantic. Odette, the first 
named storm on record to form in 
the Caribbean Sea after the offi- 
cial hurricane season, forced the 
evacuation of more than 10,000 
Dominicans, (ap) 

TURKEY 

Court Charges 3 More Men 
In Istanbul Suicide Bombings 

A Turkish court on Sunday charged 
three more men for their involve- 
ment in a string of suicide bomb- 
ings in Istanbul, raising the total 
number of suspects to 30. The men 
were charged with “membership in 
an illegal organization and aiding 
and abetting the organization,” 
the Anatolia news agency report- 
ed. Conviction on the charge carries 
a maximum penalty of five years in 
prison. Officials refused to comment 
on what role the three may have 
played in the bombings, (ap) 

COLOMBIA 

After 20 Years, Paramilitary 
Group Lays Down Its Arms 

A group of 160 Colombian para- 
military fighters handed over 
their weapons on Sunday, becom- 
ing the second faction of outlawed 
right-wing militias to do so in less 
than two weeks. The local militia 
was founded in 1983 to fight the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia, the country’s largest 
leftist rebel group, after it attacked 
civilians in the region, (ap) 


Chinese Premier Visits U.S. 
Amid Worries Over Taiwan

Rumsfeld asks military 
to determine if Pentagon 
underestimated needs 

WASHINGTON I Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld said he wants 
senior commanders in Iraq to con- 
sider whether the Pentagon under- 
estimated how many U.S. -trained 
Iraqi security forces would be need- 
ed before a sovereign Iraqi govern- 
ment can take over next summer. 

Rumsfeld, who spent Saturday in 
Iraq, was interviewed on the flight 
to Washington, where he arrived 
early Sunday. He said he alone 
has raised doubts about whether 
the current goal of about 220,000 
Iraqi security forces would be ade- 
quate, but he asked commanders to 
review their estimates. 

“I raised that question not 
because I have conviction that we 
need more, but because I worry that 
budgets will begin to get commit- 
ted, and we may not know if we need 
more until sometime, for example, 
in February or March or April,” he 
said. By then, he said, the money 
might not be available. 

The number of Iraqis now in uni- 


form is said to be about 140,000, 
many of whom were rushed through 
training programs. The importance 
of building up those forces to per- 
form duties now done by the U.S. 
military was a major theme of 
Rumsfeld’s visit to Iraq. He sees it 
as the key to completing the mili- 
tary mission there in the aftermath 
of Saddam Hussein’s deposed dic- 
tatorship.

Hindu-Muslim Violence Flares in India 



HYDERABAD, INDIA I Atleastfivepeo- 
ple were killed and 27 others injured 
when Hindu-Muslim clashes broke 
out in a southern Indian city on the 
11th anniversary of the razing of a 
historic mosque by Hindu extrem- 
ists, officials said Sunday. 

Two people were stabbed to 
death, while three others were killed 
as police fired bullets and tear gas to 
stop the clashes in Hyderabad, offi- 
cials said. The violence had subsid- 
ed by Sunday morning after police 
imposed a curfew in the city. 


Hindu groups held rallies 
and meetings across the country 
Saturday to celebrate the Dec. 6, 
1992 demolition of the 16th-cen- 
tury Babri Mosque. The mosque’s 
destruction triggered a year of 
Hindu-Muslim violence that killed 
2,000 people across the country. 

Hindu groups say the mosque 
was built on the site of an earli- 
er Hindu temple honoring their 
supreme god, Rama, and have 
pledged to build a temple at the site 
in the northern city of Ayodhya. (ap) 


Forces Put 
Down Arms 
In Liberia 

CAMPSCHIEFFELIN, LIBERIA | Liberia’s 
fighters started surrendering weap- 
ons to U.N. peacekeepers Sunday, a 
major step toward ending 14 years of 
bloodshed and one of West Africa’s 
most vicious conflicts. 

The U.N.-supervised campaign 
to disarm 40,000 rebel and govern- 
ment forces opened with govern- 
ment forces lined up at an army bar- 
racks outside the capital, Monrovia. 
U.N. envoy Jacques Klein pledged 
that the disarmament of Liberia’s 
two rebel movements would start 
by the end of the month. 

The disarmament comes after 
an Aug. 18 peace deal, reached 
after warlord-president Charles 
Taylor fled into exile in Nigeria 
as rebels laid siege to his mortar- 
blasted capital.

Prosecutor’s Life 
Probed for Clues 


Investigators looking 
into credit card 
account, Web postings 

BALTIMORE j Federal prosecutor 
Jonathan Luna traveled in recent 
months to the area of Pennsylvania 
where his body was found, and 
authorities were not 
immediately aware 
of any work-related 
business that would 
have taken him 
to the region, The 
Associated Press 
learned Sunday. 

Investigators also were look- 
ing into a credit card Luna, 38, 
held without his wife’s knowledge 
and into postings of messages by 
someone who went by the name 


of Jonathan Luna in Web sites 
where people advertise for female 
sex partners, according to a federal 
law enforcement official who spoke 
on the condition of anonymity. 

Baltimore FBI spokesman Larry 
Foust said Sunday that investiga- 
tors were still trying to determine a 
motive for Luna’s killing. His body 
was found Thursday, stabbed 36 
times and left face down in a creek 
in Lancaster County, Pa. 

“This is a full-court press, but we 
just don’t know,” Foust said. 

While a federal law enforcement 
source told the AP that investiga- 
tors had found nothing to indicate 
the killing was related to Luna’s 
work, Luna’s father and friends 
said Sunday they are convinced 
his death was tied to his career.

Plan to tell parents 
about underage 
drinking draws fire 

COLLEGE PARK, MD. | University 
of Maryland junior Brian Novell 
feels he can talk to his parents 
about drinking. He might even 
tell them if he got caught break- 
ing the school’s alcohol rules. But 
would he want the university to tell 
his parents for him? No way. 

“At this age, I am capable of fig- 
uring out what is best for me,” the 
he said of an element of Maryland’s 
new proposed alcohol policy drafted 
by a university task force. 

Written in response to two stu- 
dent deaths at fraternities and alco- 
hol-fueled riots two years ago, the 
taskforce’s report concludes that “our 


campus is not immune from the ter- 
rifying effects of alcohol misuse.” 

Many students, however, say 
Maryland does not have an alcohol 
problem compared to other schools. 
“Their perception of alcohol use is 
inflated,” said Krysia Brzoska, out- 
going president of the Delta Gamma 
sorority. 

The new recommendations call 
for three categories of offenses to 
be created, ranging from simple 
violations to repeat offenses and 
alcohol abuse that requires medi- 
cal treatment. 

For repeat offenders or cases of 
alcohol poisoning, the school would 
notify parents under the proposed 
policy. Currently, the school only 
tells parents about alcohol use if 
an ambulance takes a student to a

Q Why does Metro continue to 
send only half the Red Line 
trains past Grosvenor and Silver 
Spring? I’m tired of seeing half- 
empty trains that only go to Silver 
Spring and are followed by packed 
trains to Glenmont. 

A Here’s the bad news: You’re in 
the minority if you’re headed 
to the Red Line’s hinterlands. 

Plus, the turn-around saves Metro 
some money, according to Jim 
Hughes, Metro’s director of opera- 
tions planning. Adding enough 


cars (at $2 million apiece), driv- 
ers, etc. to provide the same level 
of service but not have every other 
train turn back would come at a 
hefty price, Hughes said. The good 
news: There’s some relief in sight. 

Truth is, more people are 
getting on the Red Line between 
the turn-around points, Hughes 
said. In the morning rush, about 
43 percent of riders on the Shady 
Grove end are getting on north 
of Grosvenor and less than 25 
percent on the Glenmont end are 
getting on north of Silver Spring. 
The evening numbers are similar. 

The reason those turn-around 


trains are half-empty, Hughes 
said, may be that more people 
are getting off at stops along the 
route, whereas on the end-of-the- 
line trains many are riding toward 
the end of the line. 

Hughes said Metro expects to 
add 42 cars to the Red Line next 
spring, increasing by 20 percent 
the line’s capacity during peak 
periods. The rush-hour wait north 
of Grosvenor and Silver Spring 
will go from six minutes to five 
minutes, and from three minutes 
to two-and-a-half minutes south 
of the turn-arounds.

WORKPLACEIA man walked into an 
Atlanta office, made chitchat with 
two workers and sat down for lunch 
with them. Nobody noticed when he 
left with four stolen laptops. 

In another incident, police 
officers stopped a woman who 
was nearly nine months pregnant 
as she left an Atlanta- area work- 
place and found a laptop strapped 
to her belly. 

Office creepers — neatly dressed 
thieves who walk into the workplace 
looking for pricey laptops or purses 
— are a growing problem for busi- 
nesses. Since laptops became com- 
monplace in the mid-1990s, crimi- 
nals have sought them in particular 
as a way to make a quick profit. 

Police estimate that laptops bring 
$500 to $1,800 on the street. IBM, 
Compaq, Dell and Toshiba brands 
fetch the best price. 


A big part of the problem is that 
the thieves don’t arouse suspicion. 
“These people typically look like 
everybody else, and they’re just 
walking through the building,” said 
Patrick DiGregorio, a vice president 
for property management company 
Nordblom Management. “A well- 
dressed person can easily walk into 
these spaces and be unnoticed.” 

“They’re good at what they do, 
they’re very nice people and they 
have great personalities,” said Daniel 
Millhouse, senior operations man- 
ager at Barton Protective Services in 
Atlanta. “That’s why they’re so suc- 
cessful, because they’re so nice.” 

Security officials say employ- 
ees should hide purses and lock 
up their laptops. Doors shouldn’t 
be propped open, and security 
badges help identify who belongs

Straight Outta Tel Aviv 

A Zionist rapper wins fans and angers critics 


MUSIC I Israel’s hip-hop king, 
Subliminal, says people have told 
him straight to his face, “Man, 
you’re a fascist.” 

In spite of — or perhaps because 
of — such controversy, the 24 -year- 
old rapper’s mix of hip-hop attitude 


and right-wing politics has become 
an anthem for young Israelis hun- 
gry for a secular Jewish identity and 
confused by three years of conflict 
with the Palestinians. 

Kobi Shimoni and partner Yoav 
Eliasi — aka “Subliminal” and “the 


Shadow” — seldom name their 
enemy, but songs like “We Came 
to Expel the Darkness” and “My 
Land” are clearly directed at the 
Palestinians. 

The rapper says he’s selling pride 
and a dose of reality. 

“The lyrics are we [Israelis] 
should never be divided again. Only 


together will we survive and main- 
tain Israel. What is so wrong with 
that?” Shimoni says in an interview, 
wearing a rhinestone Star of David 
around his neck. 

Subliminal and the Shadow’s 
Hebrew-language gangsta rap 
rocks nightclubs, army bases and 
pizza parlors from the Golan Heights 
to the Red Sea resort of Eilat. More 
than 54,000 Israelis have bought the 
latest album, a runaway best seller in 
a nation of just 6.6 million people. 

Subliminal’s popularity has set 
off warning bells: Some parents ban 
the music from their homes and crit- 
ics rail against the “Subliminal phe- 
nomenon” in the press. 

Israeli youth adopted hip-hop 
at the end of the 1990s. Ethiopian 
Jews and Israeli Arabs have taken 
up rap’s traditional role of giving 
those who feel oppressed an iden- 
tity and a sense of power. 

But Shimoni, like many Israelis, 
feels just as oppressed by Palestinian 
suicide bombings. He says he is 
using hip-hop as a weapon. 

The son of Jewish immigrants 
from Tunisia and Iran, Shimoni says 
his beef is with Palestinians and not 
with the Arab world. 

Though Shimoni is a self- 
described member of the Israeli right 
wing, the former soldier says his fam- 
ily supported then-Prime Minister 
Ehud Barak’s peace efforts. 

The peace effort’s failure, and 
three subsequent years of violence. 


convinced Shimoni negotiations 
don’t work. Although he offers no 
specific positions on how to resolve 
the conflict, there’s no mistaking his 
anger his belief in toughness. 

The cover of Shimoni ’s second 
album, “The Light and the Shadow,” 
shows a muddy fist clutching a sil- 
ver Star of David pendant. Not all 
the songs are political. Some songs 
are bump-and-grind tracks over the 
whine of Persian strings. But on at 
least a third of the album, Shimoni 
focuses on the conflict. 

One Subliminal song says: “The 
country’s still dangling like a ciga- 
rette in Arafat’s mouth.” In the hit 

“We re nurturing and 
arming those who hate 
us. Enough!” 


“Divide and Conquer,” he sings: 
“Dear God, I wish you could come 
down, because I’m being persecut- 
ed. My enemies are united. They 
want to destroy me. We’re nurtur- 
ing and arming those who hate us. 
Enough!” 

Shimoni ’s intent isn’t always 
clear. Is he preaching violence, 
reflecting a grim reality or just 
trying to sell records? 

“I always put my messag- 
es between the lines,” Shimoni 
says. “You know: ‘Subliminal.’”

The newly mellowed 
Farrellys demonstrate 
some brotherly love 

PERSONALITY I Anyone who has 
competed in a three-legged race 
knows how hard it is to reach the 
finish line without cooperation and 
coordination. 

So imagine the challenge for 
actors Matt Damon and Greg 
Kinnear, being bound together 
for three months to play conjoined 
twins in “Stuck on You,” the latest 
comedy from filmmakers Bobby 
and Peter Farrelly. 

Combining equal parts Damon 
and Kinnear as the joined-for-life 
twins turned out to be the right 
formula. 

Working so closely has had a 
lasting effect on the actors. They 
have an easy, playful rapport, 
almost like brothers or an old 
married couple. 

“Matthew, would you like to 
be on my left or my right, dear?” 
Kinnear queried. “Which is it?

In “Stuck on You,” Damon and 
Kinnear play Bob and Walt Tenor, 
conjoined twins who run a greasy 
spoon in Martha’s Vineyard, Mass.

actor and convinces his reluctant, 
stage-shy brother to head to 
Hollywood, as if he had a choice. 

Damon admits he was initially 
concerned about playing a conjoined 
twin for laughs. 

“When I first heard about this, I 
wondered if it was going to cross a 
line into cruelty,” he said. “But then 
meeting [the Farrellys] and listen- 
ing and talking about these charac- 
ters and the way they wanted to do 
it, it was pretty clear that the spirit 
and the tone of the movie would 
end up being ... a feel-good movie 
with a really positive message for 
young people.” 

Indeed, the Farrellys seem to 
have mellowed since making the 
off-color but highly successful R- 
rated comedies “There’s Something 
About Mary” and “Me, Myself & 
Irene.” 

To ensure sensitivity for “Stuck 
on You,” the Farrellys consulted with 
real-life conjoined twins, sisters who 
are joined at the forehead. 

“They’re a lot like Walt and 
Bob,” said Bobby Farrelly. “They 
have separate personalities, and 
one of them is a country and west- 
ern singer and the other one works 
in a hospital.” 

One of the highlights for Damon 
was working with Cher, who plays 
an exaggerated version of herself in 
the movie. Cher, 57, initially wasn’t 
slated to play herself The character 
was written as “the actress.” 

“They didn’t twist my arm,” 
she said, deadpan. “They just lied

BOOKS I From Princess Anne to 
Eliza Doolittle, Audrey Hepburn 
seemed the epitome of inner calm 
and self-reliance. 

But to Sean Hepburn Ferrer, 
Hepburn’s son from her marriage to 
Mel Ferrer, she was a woman beset 
with sadness and self-doubt.

Sean Ferrer’s own professional 
life is divided among conducting 
the work of the Audrey Hepburn 
Children’s Fund, managing his 
mother’s legacy and pursuing 
his own career in films. Ferrer’s 
efforts to produce his own movies 
have been unsuccessful mainly, he 
said, because he refuses to appeal 
to commercial mediocrity. 

But like any star, Ferrer is asked

DOPING I USA Track & Field dele- 
gates on Sunday approved a lifetime 
ban for athletes who test positive 
for steroids, but the policy won’t 
take effect until questions about 


its legality are resolved. 

Because the zero -tolerance plan 
imposes penalties tougher than 
mandated by the International 
Association of Athletics Federations, 
the USATF has asked the world gov- 
erning body to make sure the new 
rule is acceptable. 

“If lAAF gave us permission to 


do this tomorrow,” the lifetime ban 
would go into effect immediately, 
USATF president Bill Roe said. 

USATF rules now call for a 
two-year ban for first-time steroid 
offenders. Under the plan approved 
Sunday, first-time offenders — and 
their coaches — could face lifetime 
bans. (AP)
